vate ownership, the speaker spoke of 
Pasadena, Cal At this place over $25,- 
000 are saved yearly under city man- 
agement 


The speaker spoke a little too fast, 


and his talk was more oratorical than 
argumentative 


Mr. Buigess of Utah was the next 


speaker 
He cited the difference be- 


tween municipalities in the United 
States and England 
Further, he ar- 


gued that the affirmative was beg- 
ging the question \vhen 
they spoke 


about corruption in large cities 
The 


speaker said that it takes two parties 
to cause corruption the one -who gives 
and the one -who receives 


Louderback, the second speaker, or 


the affirmative, spoke about corpora- 
tion in the abstract 
He cited condi- 


tions in Chicago, and endeavored to 
show how municipal ownership bene- 
fited the city 
This speaker's aigu-

said that England had more time to 
work out the problem than America, 
and, consequently, knew by experience 
which -Wfas better, municipal or private 
ownership 


At this point Reese, for the negative, 


arose and accused Miss Berry of quot- 
ing passages from Bellamy, word for 
word 
The speaker said that common 


decency, demanded that when an au- 
thor is quoted he should be given cred- 
it for what he had written. He said 
Bellamy didn't know what a. lighting 
plant was, anyway 
Reese quoted sta- 


tistics showing that Philadelphia lost 
over $1,500 000 operating a street rail- 
way 
' 


The affirmative had used in their 


arguments the fact of the cost of elec- 
trical instruments m the equipment of 
a lighting plant 
The speaker stated 


that his opponents' statistics 
dated 


back for more than ten years, and at 
that -time 
electiical 
apparatus cost 


three times as much as it does now 


Burgess took the lebuttal 
He en- 


deavored to tear do^vn the affirmative's 
arguments 
The fact that politics in 


cities were corrupt when corpoiations 
owned plants was no sign that munic- 
ipal ownership would bettei conditions, 
argued the speaker 


Louderback, who probably was the 


man who ^on the debate, sifted all his 
opponents' arguments, and called on 
the judges not to be deceived by con- 
ditions, but by facts 
He took his seat 


and was loudly cheered 


Dr 
Patterson, 
in 
advising 
the 


judges, begged them to make out their 
reports so they would be legible 


He expressed his regrets that Miss 


Berry was the only lady in the debate. 
This, he said, looked bad for Utah. 


After a short consultation the judges 


decided that Nevada had won the de- 
bate 
The score stood, Nevada, 2, 


Utah, 1

trouble ^ith the Miners' Union is not 
ifkely to be serious 
The union passed 


a resolution to the effect that no more 
contract 
work 
would be tolerated, 


which, 
under 
existing 
conditions, 


would mean the closing down of sev- 
eral of the larger properties, all of 
their work being done in that manner 


The union scale for miners is $4 per 


day 1he minprs working for the con- 
tractors are said to be receiving $5 
per day, or $1 more than the union 
scale but they are picked men and the 
best of miners, the contractors finding 
it pays them well to give employment 
only to those who understand their 
business and then pay them more than 
they ask 
Naturally, 
however, this 


system excluded the incompetent mi- 
ner, tvho finds it very difficult to get a 
job in Tonopah, and it is said that a 
number of this class packed a union 
meeting at which the attendance was 
small and brought about that resolu- 
tion 


It is said that the union as a whole 


is well satisfied with its treatment in 
Tonopah, and \\ill not sustain the ac- 
tion of the alleged discontents

unions are of the least benefit tol the able workmen is a 
truism, and is recognized as such by the^members of the 
unions. It follows that the lower grade| of skilled labor 
benefits at the expense of the higher. ' 


It is well to recognize that there is no power in heaven, 


or on earth, or under the earth that can ultimately save the 
mediocre man fiom the penalties which attach to medi- 
ocrity. Attempts to carry him at a higher level of remun- 
eration than his mediocrity deserves are like as if one 
carried a stone all day, Just to show that the law of grav- 
itation did not apply as regards that stone.
